‘© In my juvenile days, I had often read 
of the prifoner Pleafure; I was charmed with 
her character—I courted the {ciences for her 
fake—But, alas! where I expeéted Pleafure 
—I met with pain—Tempefts, robbers, 
breaches in trade, difappointments, damped 
all hopes of enjoying her; 1 then recolleéted 
{ had gained enough, Lrefolved to reft my- 
felf, and, in eafe, was in hopes to find her. 


‘€ Again I was miftaken ; while at reft I 
was uneafy, | grew difcontented with having 
nothing to do—I then refolved te exercife 
iny mind, and began to examine the laws of 
nature. 

«* ] ftudied them—But, alas! all I obtain. 
ed, was an infauiable defire to know more than 
could be known and a ¢<ertain forrowful re. 
fleciion, that all I did know was infignifi- 
cant—I am ftilldeceived—my friends are 
flatterers—my neighbours are envious of my 
riches—my children wifh for my death, to 
poffefs them; and after all my toils, am at 
laft as far from finding Pleafure as the firft 
day I fet out after her.” 

The Judge then afked the prifoner, what 
defence fhe could make? She called her wit- 
nefles, Beauty and Love. 

On their appearance, immediately the whole 
court were fenfibly affected: Melancholy 
reared his head, Reflection {moothed his brow, 
Care Jooked pleafed, and Philofophy gave a 
figh; when Prudence, who had all this while 
ftood concealed, ftept forth, and ordered the 
officers of the court, Fear and Difguft, to 
feize two witnefles, Beauty and Love, for 
fhe had an indictment againft them for perjury, 
objected to their teftimony, and infifted on 
Pleafure’s making a defence without their 
help. Pleafure immediately began:— 

‘¢ Would mandkind ufe me asI deferve, I 
fhould never be tried as a criminal, but re- 
warded asa friend, 








« They call out upon me to help them ; 
yet I no fooner come to their affiftance, but 
they bind me captive to their temper: 

‘¢ The youth who appeared againft me, I 
never was acquainted with; had he atrended 
to his ftudies, he might have found me: He 
miftook another for me, whom he followed ; 
fhe is dreft like me; her name is Folly ; itis 
to her he owes all his misfortuties. —_. 

“¢ As to the lady, who fays | attended her 
infancy, it is falfe; She had a waiting maid 
that attended her, and took my name, but 
her true title was Self-love. 

“ The laft and heavielt charge again{t me 
is the old man’s; but he is a hypoerite; I 
would have attended him, always, as his wife, 
but he would ufe me like a kept miftrefs—I 
left him, to be more fincerely dealt with ; 
and I— 

« But why (raifing her voice) fliould I 
plead among fuch cold, fuch fpiritlefs Judges? 
Come to my refcue, my, friends! alfift me, 
my allies,” 

Immediately, the Paffions came turbulent- 
ly into. court—drove Melancholy, away, 
gagg’d Repéntance ; Philofopby hid himfelf 
under the table; they trampled upon Reflec- 
tion, relealed Pleafure ; and made Prudence 
prifoner, to be tried in her place.

An ACT to. promote the Progrefs of Ufeful 
Arts. 
E it enacted by the Senate and Houfe of 
Reprefentatives of the United States of 
America, in Congrefs aflembled, That upon 
the petition of any perfon or perfons to the 
Secretary of State, the Secretary for the 
Department of War, and the Attorney-Ge- 
neral of the United States, fetting forth, that 
he, fhe, or they, hath or have invented or 
difcovered any ufeful art, manufacture, en- 
ine, machine, or device, or any improve- 
ment therein not before known or ufed, and 
praying that a patent might be granted there- 
for, it thall and may tie: law fal toand forthe 
faid Secretary of State, the ecretary for the 
Department of War, and the Attorney-Ge- 
neral, or any two of them, if they fhall 
deem the invention or difcovery fufhciently 
ufeful and important, to caufe letters-patent 
to be made out in the name of the United 
States to bear tefte by the Prefident of the U. 
nited States, reciting the allegations and fug-~ 
geftions of the faid petition, and defcribing 
the faid invention or difcovery, clearly, trul 
and fully, and thereupon granting to tock 
petitioner or petitioners, his, her or their 
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heirs, adminiftrators or aligns for any term 
not exceeding fourteen years, the fole and 
exclufive right and liberty of making, con- 
{tructing, ufing and vending to others to be 
ufed, the faid invention or difcovéry ; which 
letters- patent fhall be delivered to the Attor- 
ney~General of the United States to be exa- 
mined, who fhall within fifteen days next af- 
ter the delivery to him, if he thall find the 
fame conformable to this aét, certify it to be 
fo at the foot thereof, and prefent the letters- 
patent, fo certified, to the Prefident, who 
fliall caufe the feal of the United States to be 
thereto affixed, and the fame fhall be good 
and available to the grantee or grantees by 
the force of this act, to all and every intent 
and purpofe herein contained, and fhall be 
recorded in a book to be kept for that purpofe 
in the office of the Secretary of State, and 
deliver to the patentee or his agent, and the 
delivery thereof fha}!l be entered on the re- 
cord and indorfed on the patent by the faid 
Secretary at the time of granting the fame. 
And be it further enacted, That the gran- 
tee or gees of each patent fhall, at the 
time of granting the fame, deliver to the Se- 
cretary of State a fpecification in writing, 
containing a defcription, accompanied with 
drafts or models, aud explanations and models 
(if the nature of the invention or difcovery 
will admit of a model) of the thing or things, 
by him or them invented or difgsovered and 
defcribed as aforefaid, in the faid patents; 
which fpecification fhall be fo particular, and 
faid models fo exact, as not only to diftin- 
uifh the invention or difcovery, from other 
things before known and ufed, but alfo to en- 
able a workinan or other perfon, {killed in the 
art of manufacture, whereof it is a branch, 
or wherewith it may be neareft connected to 
make, conftruct, or ufe the fame, to the end 
that the public may have the full benefit 
thereof, after the expiration of the patent- 
term; which fpecification fhall be filed in the 
office of the faidSecretary, and certified copies 
thereof, fhall be competent evidence in all 
Courts and before all Jurifdictions, where a 
ny matter or thing, touching or concerning 
fuch patent, right, or privilege, fhall come 
in queltion. 
And be it further enacted, That upon the 
application of any perfon to the Secretary of 
State, for a copy of any fuch fpecification, 


models made, it fhall be the duty of the Se- 
cretary to give fuch copy, and to permit the 
perfon fo applying for a fimilar medel or mo- 
dels, to take, or make, or caufe the fame to 
be taken or made, at the expence of fuch

And be it further enacted, That if any 
perfon or perfons fhall devife, make, con- 
ftrua&, ufe, employ, pr vend within thefe 
United States, any art, manufacture, engine 
- maachine or device, or any invention or improve- 
ment upon, or in any art, manufaCture, en- 

ine, machine, or device, the fole and ex- 
Folive right of which, fhall be fo as afore- 
faid granted by patent to any perfon or per- 
fons, by virtue and in purfuance of this act, 
without the confent of the patentee or paten- 
tees, their-executors, adminiitrators or af- 
figns, firft had and obtained in writing, every 
perfon fo offendinggthall forfeit and pay to 
he faid pateutee or patentces, his, her or 


and for permiflion to have fimilar model or” 
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their executors, adminiftrators or affigns, 
fuch damages ds fhallbe affeffed by a jury, and 
moreover fhall forfeit to the perion aggrieved, 
the thing or things fo devifed, made, con- 
ftructed, ufed, employed, or vended, con- 
trary tothe true intent of this aé&t, which may 
be recovered in an action on the cafe, found- 
ed on this act. 

And be it further enacted, That vpon oath 
or affirmation made before the Judge of the 
Diftri& Court, where the defendant refides, 
that any patent which fhall be iffued in pur- 
fuance of this aét, was obtained furreptiti- 
oufly by, or upon falfe fuggeftion, and mo- 
tion made to the fame Court, within one year 
after ifluing the faid patent, but not after- 
wards, it fhall and may be lawful to and for 
the Judge of the faid Diftrict Court, if the 
matter alledged fhall appear ta him to be fuf.- 
ficient, to grant arule that the patentee or 
patentees, his, her, or their executors, admi- 
niftrators or afligns, fhew caufe why proces 
fhould not iflue againft him, her, or them, to 
repeal fuck patents; and if fufficient caufe 
fhall not be fhewn to the contrary, the rule 
fhall be made abfolute, and thereupon the 
faid Judge fhall order procefs to be iflued as 
aforefaid, avainft fuch patentee or patentees, 
his, her, or their executors, adminiftrators 
or afligns. And in cafe no fufficient caufe 
fhall be fhewn to the contrary, or-if it fhall 
appear that the patentee was not the firft and 
true inventor or difcoverer, judgments fhali 
be rendered by fuch Court for the repeal ot 
fuch patent or patents; and if the party, at 
whofe complaint the procefs iffued, fhall have 
judgment given again{ft him, he thall pay all 
fuch cofts as the defendant fhall be put to in 
defending the fuit, to be taxed by the Court, 
and recovered in fuch manner as cofts expend- 
ed by defendants, fhall be recovered in due 
courfe of law, 

And be it further enacted, That in al] ac- 
tions to be brought by fuch patentee or pa- 
tentees, his, her, or their executors, admi- 
niftrators or afligns, for any penalty incurred 
by virtue of this act, the {aid patents or fpe- 
cifications fhall be prima facia evidence, that 
the faid patentee or patentees, was or were 
the firft and true inventor or inventors, dif- 
coverer or difcoverers of the things fo f{peci- 
fied, and that the fame is tguly fpecified ; but 
that neverthelefs, the defendant or defend- 
ants may plead the general iflue, and give 
this act, and any fpecial matter whereof no- 
tice in writing fhall have been given to the 
plaintiff, or his attorney, thirty days before 
the trial, in evidence tending to prove that 
the fpecification filed by the plaintiff does not 
contain the whole of the truth concerning 
his invention or difcovery ; or that it contains 
more than is neceflary to produce the effect 
defcribed; and if the concealment of part, 
or the addition of more than is neceflary, 
fhall appear to have been intended to miflead, 
or fhould aétually miflead the public, fo as 
the effect defcribed cannot be produced by the 
means {pecified, then, in firch cafes, the ver- 
dict and judgment shall. be for the defandanr. 

And be it further enacted, That fuch pa-

“«« As I know the people that will find my car- 
cafe is curious about the caufe of my death, which 
is fomething out of the way, I'll] give them all the 
fatisfa€tion in my 'power about it, as 1 know the 
whole matter from beginning to end, the more 
my misfortune in marrying a bad wife, that was 





never pleafed but when fhe was angry with me, 
and {colding me out of my life. 

«* It may be reported, as the world is greatly 
given to lying, that I died by accident, but that 
isa miftake, for I throwed myfelf into the water, 
and fo killed myfelf; and as the bittle chat’s left 
of my fubitance is not much, | hope there will 
be no quarrelling about it. I give all the money 
that may be found in my breeches pocket, to 
Betty M‘Kenzie: my wife faid that I had anlaw- 
ful doings with her—but that’s a lic of her own 
inventing, and if I was alive 1 would {ay it to her 
face, as I don’t know for’certainty whether the be 
manor woman. As for my wife the mutt provide 
for herfelf, as I mean in future to give her no- 
thing. I had enough to do to maintain her daring 
my life, and | am iure 1’ll not trouble my head 
about her now [ am dead. I forgive all the world 
except my wife; I don’t know rightly where I 
fhal! go, but I am very eafy about it, as I got ab- 
folution flily to-day, without the Prieft knowing 
what I had got in my head. 

** I bore an iadifferent good charafter while I 
was alive, and would have knocked the biggeft 
man down that dared to fay a word againitit; but 
now! am dead they may fay what they pleafe, 
but the devil reward them for their pains.

An ACT to amend the A, entitled an A to take 
out of circulation the bills of credit, entitled by 
law and to emit others as a jubftitute paffid the 
8h of March 1790. 

HEREAS by the feventh feBion of the a- 
Sortfaid ad, it is provided that none of the 
bills entitled in pur/uance of an a& for emitting the 

Jum of two hundred thoufand pounds, in bills of cre- 

dit, for the purpofes therein mentioned feall be ex- 

changed at the Treafury, nor taken in any payment 
whatfoever after the third Tuefday of June in the 
year one thoufand feven hundred and eighty nine. 

And whereas there are feweral of the faid bills of 

credit fill in the bands of individuals, Therefore, 
Be it ena&ied, by the people of the fate of New- 

York, reprefented in Senate and Affembly, and it is 
hereby enadied by the authority of the fame, That 
the Treafurer of this fiate, fall out of the monies 
remaining in the Treafury for that purpofe, ex- 
change fuch of the faid bills of credit as are fill in 
the hands of individuals, and fhall be brought to 
the Treafary for that purpofe, on or before the firft 
day of Fanuary next, any law to the contrary not~ 
withflanding.
